POWDER | EXPLOSION. 


The Hoisting Works of the Quinn Mine 
Burned Down, and the Shaft Tim- 
bers Consumed---A Man Burned to 
Death, —

The Lyon County Jimes of yester- 
day gives the following account of a 
frightful explosion at the Quina mine 
on Tuesday night: 

Since the Quinn mine was attached 
a short time ago, there has been no 

son around the works at night ex- 
cept Victor Laundry, the watchman 
and keeper. James A. Waddell, who 
lives in the Quinn boarding house, 
was sitting at a table writing when 
the explosion occurred. He immedi- 
ately rushed out and saw that the 
works were completely demolished. 
The boarding house is situated abou: 
100 yards from the works, and Mr. 
Waddell could see fire scattered 
around the ground in different direc- 
tions, where it had been thrown by 
the explosion. He ran to the hwisting 
works aod found Victor Laundry 
struggling inside, badly burned and 
unable to get out. He tore his burn- 
ing clothes from him as soon as possi- 
ble, and after great exertions mian- 
| aged to get him to the boarding-house, 
where he died in terrible agony eurly 
this morning. 

When Mr. Waddell first arrived at 
the scene of the accident the whole 
buildin: had been destroyed by the 
explosion, but there was not much 
fire except at the east end of the mine. 
His first attentions were given to 
Laundry, who was crazed by pain, 


-1and unable to make an effort to save 
9 | himself, 


Had he not beea obliged to 
neglect the fire in order to rescue 
Laundry, considerable property could 
have been saved from the fire, as 
everything was so scattered that it 
could have been controlled; as it was, 
the building had to be neglected, and 
everything in the vicinity was de- 
stroyed except a small pile of lumber. 

The cause of the fire could not be 
ascertained, but there is no doubt that 
it was burning some time before the 
explosion. Some Hercules powder, 
about two aod three-quarter bexes, 
and a quantity of caps had been 
placed in the building the day before, 
and were stered on the east side near 
the shaft. It is said by some that 
there were about 25 pounds of black 
powder also in the buiiding. Laun- 
dry was unable to speak intelligibly 
concerning it, and the origin of the 
fire will rubably remain unknown. 
The building was torn away almost 
level with the ground, and some por- 
tions ef the roof were thrown mure 
than 100 yards down the road toward 
the Mound House.

Road that will Secure the Trade of 
Alturas—Prompt Aid from Keno 
Merchants, 


8. 8S. Ford of Alturas and D. Me- 


Donnell of Madeline Plains were suc- 
cessful in their mission to obtain aid 
in Reno for a new road to Alturas. 


They left for home lastevening. Be- 
fore departing they told a Gazerre 
reporter that Reno merchants had 
given satisfactory assurances of 
ontrioutions to the amount of $500, 
which sum will be collected and for- 


warded within a month. Jerry Schocl- 
ing, Mavniog & Berry. Wilson & 
Hammond and others took much in- 


terest in the enterprise. 
Work is now going forward on the 


new road. Itis hoped to complete it 


in the course of thirty days, in time 
ti secure the fell trade of Alturas. 
The merchandise for Alturas = 
principally comes from Redding.

which now gues to Redding. The 

ojectors claim that the new route to 
Gane will be one day’s journey shorter 
than the route to Redding. Besides 
this advantage, the roud to Redding 
is impas-able for five months in the

Starting from Reno the new route 
follows the Susanville road as far us 
Buntingville, 15 miles from Susanville, | —— 
thence north through Pete’s valiey to 
Horse Lake, crossing Madeline Plains 
to the ssuth fork of the Pitt-river, 
which it follows to Alturas. The work 
to be done wn this route is between 
Horse Lake and~- Madeline Plains, 
There are about twelve miles of heavy 
grading to accomplish. Work has al- 
ready been done on the mountain be- 
tween Pete’s valley and Horse Lake.
